Cincinnati, Sept 14.—Louis Levi, a 


second hand furniture dealer, charged 
by his fifth wife of having many other 
wives in the Qnited States, is an ee 
caped convict from Sing Sing prison. 
New York, according to Chief Detec- 
tive Crawford to-day. 


He escaped while serving time for 


burning of one of his wives and child 
with'gasoline, Crawford charges. Levi 
was arrested on complaint of Mrs. Re- 
becca Levi, who trailed him here from 
New York. She says she was deserted 
seven years ago. Levi is under indict- 
ment tor bigamy in New York. 
The 


police believe that Levi is connected 
with the alleged matrimonial syndicate 
of which Dr. Wtzhoff. was the supposed 
head. Levi admitted serving in Sing 
Sing. 


Cincinnati, Sept. 14.—The police re- 


ceived information 
from New 
York 


police department today that Levi did 
not escape from Sing Sing. He was 
sent to prison for four j-ears for man- 
slaughter and served time for burning 
his wife and child. After he returned 
from prison he was arrested

Customs Officials' Residences, Police

Tokyo, Sept. 14.—Advices from Yo- 


kohama say that a riot occurred there 
at an early hour Wednesday. The 
mob was divided into two bodies, num- 
bering about 5,500, mostly coolies, 
boatment and outcasts. 
Eight police 


boxes were demolished. The mob di- 
rected its attack against three ob- 
jects: the police stations, the resi- 
dences of the customs officials, and 
the large commercial houses. 
Four 


hundred troops were sent from Tokyo 
on a special train a little before dawn, 
and the soldiers are no\v guarding the 
consulates, the warehouses containing 
explosives and the oil tanks. The 
governor of the prefecture and the 
mayor of Yokohama have issued proc- 
lamations instructing the people to 
place confidence in the ability of the 
authorities to restore order. The not-

police. The mob used many short 
iron bars and had kerosene ready.

ization. It had threatened to burn all 
the police boxes, which threat has 
been forestalled by the precautions of 
the troops.

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BISTORYOFTHE WAR 


Chief Events of Rukso-Jap- 


aneSe Conflict Briefly 


Outlined. 


Hostilities between Japan and Rus- 


Bia, which were terminated by the sign- 
ing of the peace treafy at Portsmouth 
the other day, broke out Feb. 8, 1004, 
says the Chicago News. 


For several mouths prior to that date 


a sharp diplomatic correspondence had 
been carried ou by the two powers. 
Japan demanded the evacuation of 
Manchuria iu accordance with treaty 
stipulations, but Russia deferred ac- 
tion on one pretext or another until 
the patience of the Japanese govern- 
ment was exhausted. 


Negotiations were abruptly broken 


off, and Baron Rosen, niuscovite am- 
bassador to Tokyo, was given his pass- 
port. Japan bad been quietly prepar- 
ing for war ever since 18U3, when 
Russia, with the aid of France and 
Germany, stepped 
in. and prevent- 


ed tbe 
acquisition from 
the Chi- 


nese 
o£ 
the 
Liautong 
peninsula 


aud Port Arthur. In tbe early part of 
February, 1904, troops began to as- 
semble at.the southwestern seaports 
of Japan, and the fleet under Admiral 
Togo left Sasebo for a base near tbe 
Korean and Manchurian coasts. 


On the night of Feb. 8, before war 


ha'd been actually declared, Japanese 
torpedo boats attacked the Russian 
fleet at anchor In the barbor at Port 
Arthur and badly damaged some of 
their best ships. 
It was said that 


many of the Russian officers were ab- 
sent from their posts attending fes- 
tivities In tbe city. On the following 
night a second attack was made, and 
more damage inflicted, the battleship 
Poltava svteriug the most. _At Che- 
mulpo, Korea, the Russian cruisers 
iVariag and Korietz were attacked and 
sunk on Feb. 9. The next day Russia 
formally declared war, and on Feb. 11 
Japan did the same. Troops were im- 
me'diately landed by the Japanese at 
Chemulpo. They marched overland to 
Wiju, on the "i'ulu river, wHfere they 
arrived at the end of April, without 
meeting any resistance. 


In the meantime events~-of impor- 


tance took place on the sea. Mines 
had been planted by both sides -in the 
vicinity of Port Arthur, and the trans- 
port Yenesei, the cruiser Boyarin, the 
torpedo boat Skorri and the battleship 
Petroparlovsk, all Russian vessels, 
were "almost immediately blown up. 
The most serious loss was that of 
the Petropavlovsk, which went down 
April 13, with Admiral Makaroff and 
525 officers and men, including the fa- 
mous painter Vereschagin. The Jap- 
anese made attempts Feb. 24, March 
20 and May 3 to block the entrance to 
Port Arthur and in so1 doing sacri- 
ficed many merchant ships, several 
torpedo boats and a number of lives. 
They succeeded in obstructing the 
chanel, but not in closing it. 


Tbe first important battle of the war 


was fought on the Manchurian side of 
the Tain river near Antung May 1. 
General Kuroki attacked and routed 
a Russian force of about 21,000 men 
tinder Generals Zassoulitch and Kash- 
talihsky and then marched on to Feng- 
huancheng, which he captured with- 
out a battle. "While he was doing-this 
other Japanese armies were landed on 
the Liautong peninsula at Pitsewo, 
Takushan and Kinchow, with Generals 
Kcgi, Oku, Kodzu and Kawamura in 
command. May 21-26 the troops under 
General Okn captured the village of 


• -Kinchow and the strongly 
fortified 


Kanshan hil after a severe struggle. 


Then a strong force was sent south 


to invest Port Arthur, whiie the other 
armies turned toward the northeast. 
Dalny was occupied May 30 by the 
Japanese, and from that time on it was 
niade the chief base of supplies for all 
the columns in the field. Xewchwang 
was evacuated by the Russians'July 
25. June 14 the battle of Vafangow 
or Telissu was fought, the Russians be- 
ing defeated. 


It was in June that a Russian fleet 


made a raid out of Vladivostok, sunk 
a number of Japanese transports and 
captured several merchantmen of va- 
rious nationalities. Toward the end 
of the month Generals Kuroki and Oku 
defeated the Russians at Motien and 
other passes southeast of Liaoyangand 
drove them toward that city. General 
Knropatkin had by this time assumed 
command of the Russian forces in the 
field. 


The bombardment of Port Arthur 


from the land side began June 21 aud 
with brief intermissions was continued 
until the fall of the fortress, Jan. 1, 
1SJ03. 
General Nogi conducted the 


operations against the stronghold, 
.while G«neral Stoessel had command 
of the defenders. 
Fighting of the 


fiercest description occurred from time 
to time when the Japanese attacked 
some outwork which they deemed it 
necessary to capture, and thousands of 
lives were sacrificed on both sides. 
Cannon of tbe heaviest caJibcr were 
w«ed, and the Russian defensive worts, 
inpposed to be impregnable, wore in 
many cases pounded into shapeless 
neaps of ruins. Tbe shells, particular- 
ly after the capture of 203 Mct<T hill, 
>-(>v. 30, were thrown wilh deadly ac- 
curacy, and one after another tbe ships 
in the harbor were sunk or completely 
disabled. The town became untenable, 
and on Jan. 1 General Stoessel capitu- 
lated with 878 officers and 32.WO aim. 


;>pfore the fall of Port Arthur tbe 


Russians met with farther di«a«tt<>rs at 
sen. Aug. 10 tJH-ir ships in Port Ar- 
thur made an attempt to escape, but 
w<rc met by Togo's flt-ot tiror tbe Gn- 
gan rocks and dispcr^l nftT a battle 
lasting si* bour«. Most of tbe Russian 
war*.hip«i got barlt 1o Port Arthur only 
to be destroj«*d later on bj shells from 


the Japanese harterloc. but tl>» hnttl" 
ship Cesarovltch and the cruiser As 
kold were compelled to take refuge iu 
ports on tbe coast of China, where they 
were Interned. The cruiser Xovlk es- 
caped temporarily, but on attempting 
to reach VladivoMok was met by the 
Japanese cruisers chito^e uud Tsushi- 
ma off the island of Sakhalin aud driv- 
en ashore. 
Admiral Witthoft, in com- 


mand of the Russian fleet, was killed. 


On Aug. 14 a Japanese squadron un- 


der Admiral Kamimura met the Vladi 
vostok fleet near the" Tsu islands, in 
the strait of Korea, sunk the cruiser 
Rurik and compelled the cruisers Gro- 
ino'noi and Rossia to return to their 
home port in a badly daniaged state. 


In October the Baltic sea fleet on Its 


way to th<; far east mistook a fleet of 
English fishing boats in the North sea 
for Japanese torpedo boats and fired 
oil them, sinking one vessel and killing 
two men. The affair caused a great 
commotion, but the matter was refer- 
red to rl*he Hague arbitration tribunal, 
which returned a verdict against the 
Russians, who made tbe restitution 
awarded by the members of the court. 


The armed Russian vessel Lena ar- 


rived in San Francisco Sept. 11 and 
was interned until the close of the war. 
In the course of the year the Japanese 
lost the battleships Hatsuse and Ya- 
shima, both being sunk by mines, and 
the cruiser Yo&bino sunk in collision. 
They also lost the gunboat Kaimon. 
the dispatch boat Miyako, five trans- 
ports and a number of torpedo boats. 


From Aug. 26 to Sept. 4 occurred the 


battle of Liaoyaug, which up to that 
time was by far the most important 
engagement of the war. Some 200,000 
men were engaged on each side, and 
the combined loss in killed and wound- 
ed was about ,40,000. General Kuro- 
patkiu was forced to evacuate the town 
and the series of forts he had construct- 
ed around it and retreat to the Sha 
river, a short distance south of the 
large walled city of Mukden. 


Here fxtmi Oct. 11 to 19 took place 


tbe second great laud battle of the war. 
Both armies had been re-enforced by, 
about 50,0^0 men. 
The Russians in 


this case assumed the offensive, but 
their advance was checked by the Jap- 
anese after a desperate struggle. Some 
80,000 men were killed or wounded, the 
Russian losses being much the greater. 
At the conclusion of this battle tbe 
contending armies went into winter 
quarters, and operations were confined 
to the vicinity of Port Arthur, where, 
as has been told, fighting continued 
almost without cessation until the open- 
ing of the new year. 


On Feb. 24, 1905, the Japanese began 


the second battle of the Sha river, also 
known as the battle of Mukden. This 
proved to be one of the greatest con- 
tests, if not the greatest, in the annals of 
history in respect to the number of men 
engaged, time consumed, territory cov- 
ered and losses suffered. Field Mar- 
shal Oyauia was in command of the 
combined Japanese armies under Nogi, 
Kuroki, Oku, Xodzu and Kawamura, 
numbering all told about 450,000 men. 
The Russian forces under General Ku- 
ropatkin were estimated at 40,000 less, 
or 410,000, so that a total of 8GO.OOO 
men were engaged. The line of bat- 
tle was 110 miles long, but the fiercest 
fighting occurred in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Mukden. General Nogi with 
his Port Arthur veterans rapidly en- 
circled the Russians' right and attack- 
ed from the vichrlty of Sinmintin, while 
Kawamura and Kuroki assailed the 
left and threatened the communica- 
tions with the north. 


Kuropatkin, after losing 100,000 or 


more men, gave the order for retreat. 
The Japanese pursued him to Tieling 
and beyond, and then, both sides being 
exhausted, the series of titanic com- 
bats came to an end. Kuropatkin was 
recalled to St. Petersburg in disgrace, 
but was finally permitted to remain 
with the army, the leadership of which 
was intrusted to General Liueviich. 
The Russian headquarters were remov- 
ed tD Guusbu pass, on the railroad line 
to Harbin. 
Skirmishing on a small 


scale took place during the ensuing 
mouths, but the necessity of getting 
new supplies of food and ammunition 
and of recruits to fill up the depleted 
ranks prevented battles of importance. 


While matters on land were quies- 


cent those on sea were shaping them- 
selves for a tremendous climax. Rus- 
sia. having lost control of the eastern 
waters, determined to regain them by 
sending a powerful fleet from the Bal- 
tic to Vladivostok. The first ships sail- 
ed from Liban Oct. 10. IJKVJ. and others 
followed not long after. 
Admiral R0- 


jestveusky was in charge of the first 
division and of the whole fleet when 
the units had finally assembled. Voel- 
kersam, Enquist and Nebogatoff were 
the assisting admirals. 
Rojestvensky 


arrived at Madagascar Jan. 2 and was 
joined there by Voelkersaro. 
They 


sailed together March 16 and passed 
Shisrapore April 7. 


Finally when all the component parts 


of his fleet had assembled Rojestven- 
sky sailed toward the north, passing 
between Luzon and Formosa and into 
the sea of Japan. When on May 27 


{ lie was passing through the strait of 
Korea, between the Tsu. islands and 
the coast of Japan, he was attacked by 
Hie entire Japanese flwt under Con<- 
njand of Adn.iral Togo, his battle- 
ships were sunk or captured, his criu's-

Lord Huberts, when he visits Amer- 


ica iu the course of a few weeks, is not 
likely to carry his medals and decora- 
tions with him, says the Loudciu corre- 
spondent of the Xew i'oik Tribune. 
When he appears in St. .lamo*' palace 
for one of the king's levees bis history 
and honors are written galore across 
his breast. There is the Victoria cro<«, 
with its crimson ribbon—one of the 
earliest of his distinctions, won for an 
act of bravery when lie was sin officer 
of engineers. He is as proud of it as 
Prince Bismarck used to be of a sim- 
ple medal gained for saving life, aud 
he bas reason to he, for only one other 
general of the first rank, Sir George 
"White, has the Victoria cross and can 
claim companionship with llio select 
company of modest life saving heroe*, 
in the British army. 


There is also a full row of medals, 


some of them dulled with age, hut all 
eloquent of ser\ices and campaigns. 
There is the Mutiny medal, won while 
be was a lieutenant in the artillery, 
with clasps for Delhi and the relief and 
siege of Lucknow. The Indian frontier 
medal is a trophy of arduous and bril- 
liant service at Umbeyla, Lu^iai and 
Burma. TUe Abyssinian medal ilasbe« 
the story of the long, heroic march to 
the mountains and his own labors a-> 
one of the most iudefatigalde staff offi- 
cers. The Afghan war medal is a sym- 
bol of his rise in rank to major gen- 
eral in a most hazardous campaign, 
and the Kabul-Kandahur bronze star is 
resplendent with the luster of his great- 
est feats of arms. Below and around 
tbe medals are the decorations with 
which his services to his country have 
been rewarded by two sovereigns: The 
Order of St. Patrick, the Grand Cross 
of the Bath, the Star of India, Knight 
Commander of the Indian Empire, the 
precious Garter and of the Order of 
Merit. 
The baton of field marshal, 


which he carries to a levee, Indicate-* 
his rank in the army after he bas held 
supreme command of India, Ireland, 
South Africa and Pall Mall. Yet the 
record is incomplete with all these 
trophies and decorations, for he has re- 
ceived honorary degrees from five uni- 
versities, aud as many as fourteen 
cities and boroughs have conferred up- 
on him their highest civic honors. 


All these decorations and honors 


Lord Roberts wears with tbe simplici- 
ty of a great man. AA'heuever I have 
met him I have been impressed with 
bis resemblance, not in appearance, but 
iu characteristic traits, to General 
Grant. He is quiet, unostentatious, re- 
served in speech, tolerant in judgment 
and sweet natured. Short in stature 
and without commanding presence, he 
stands so erect and has so much natu- 
ral dignity that he seems a foot taller 
than he really is and harly .iustifies 
Mr. Kipling's jingling description of 
him. His eyes are keen, and hi-, hear- 
ing is self possessed and alert, aud his 
face is kindly aud reflects the good- 
ness of bis heart. Easily approached, 
he sets every visitor at ease by talking 
in the most unaffected way. Contro- 
versy he difclikes and invariably shrugs 
bis shoulders whenever voices are rais- 
ed and there is a menace of heated ar- 
gnmeut. For a long time he was the 
leader of what is known as the Indian 
school of fighting generals, and he was 
falsely repiesented to be a jealous rival 
of Lord Wolseley and the Ashaiitea 
'•gang'' and scornful critic of Buller 
and Uie Aldershot set. While he had 
his own ideas of military policy, he 
never took pains to emphasize them 
and was incapable of either envy or 
resentment. Veteians who had served 
under him knew his value aud were 
! sometimes injudicious partisans, but 
be himself was neither aggressive nor 


i pushful and never seemed to have anj 
gi ievances. He was annoyed when Mr. 
Kipling's poem seemed to reflect upon 
Lord W'jlseiey and insisted upon its 
suppression, and he has never encour- 
aged comparisons between himself and 
other generals iu the army. Tbe most 
versatile and accomplished British sol- 
dier sincv the great I Hike of Welling- 
ton, he is a man of pe.ice iu camp and 
in private life, without jealousy J>nd 
without a passion for controversy and 
feud.-. Like General Grant, he has no- 
bility of nature and serenity of mind 
and uuderuejth these is the guiltless 
heart of a child. 


Since I have suggested the compari- 


son with General Grant I may add :it 
my first meeting with Ix>rd Uoi»cris tbe 
Jianic of the Anu'ri'-an soldier wa< m<-n- 
tion«l.
